With the cooperation of Mr. Ellery R. Purdy, Rutland Swim- 
ming Pool manager, children of West Rutland playground were 
permitted to take advantage of the Swimming Pool free of charge. 
It was arranged so that many of |the younger children were able 
to take advantage of the 'Xcarn to Swim” program at the Pool, 
A bus was chartered each week and transported an average of 55 
children for a period of six w^eeks. 

For the boys, midget baseball proved the most popular. A 
team nicknamed the ‘"Catamounts” represented the West Rut- 
land Playground in the Rutland County Midget League. Home 
and home games w'ere scheduled with Proctor and Rutland and 
tw’o outside contests w^ere played with Camp Holy Gross of 
Burlington. The team won five of its six games and won the 
RCML title from the Rutland playground team.
